The facts, which Mr. Bennett 
would like to forget, are that he 
agreed to the Columbia treaty as 
written and on. this’ agreement it 
was signed by Prime Minister Dief- 
enbaker.. Then Mr. Bennett changed 
his mind without notice and refused 
to accept the plans approved by the 
Canadian and American gover 
ments. He insisted that all the 
Columbia's downstream power be 
sold to the United States, whereas 
the Canadian government's major 
purpose was to bring this cheap 


fuel into British Cojumbia: Hence

Since the 16th century, there has

targets.” It was sent after work on the 
Cuban missile bases had already started. 
And the junior Soviet diplomat with 
New Frontier friends, who was charged 
with carrying the message, was even 
required by both Khrushchev and -Mi- 
koyan to write the very words in his 
notebook, in order to make them seem 
more convincing. 

It is known that this episode of the 
false message has left a strong mark 
on President Kennedy's thinking. This 
is certainly one of the reasons why there 
are few signs? in the inner group of 
American policy-makers, of the ex- 
tremely’ woolly response to the happy 
outcome of the Cuban crisis that is 
rather widespread elsewhere. 

As we have just prevented Khrush- 
chev from doing great harm to us, so

Are Drinkers’ 


Students of Victoria College and University of: B.C: 
have-raised-the-questionof the tegal age Tor drinking 
alcoholic — They are considering » petition to 
the government to reduce the age below the present, 21- 
year limit. Times college reporter Leslie Millin did some 
investigating on the drinking habits of the under 21s and 
has put his findings into a two-part article, the second of 


which follows:

Most high school students in Victoria either drink 
fairly frequently or have at least experimented 
with liquor by the time they graduate, 

So a sampling of teenagers told ‘The Times. when 
questioned about their attitude to ‘sawor and teenage 
drinking. 

Of, 28 young. people interviewed, five said they had 
never had a drink and did not wish to do so until el 
reached the legal age of 21. 

The other 23 said they had been “playing noun” 
with liquor or “drinking pretty steadity” since A stg 
entered high school. 

What do they drink, and where do they get ‘it? 5 

Most drink. hard liquor—ivhisky, gin, or. vodka—and 
most—of them —either—buy—it’ from a bootlegger or zelse 
buy it from @ government store by posing as persons 
over 21, Some get an older person to buy it for them. 

Very few will risk buying it by the glass in a beer 
parlor or cocktail lounge for fear of being caught in a 
police raid. - 

One teenager, @ 17-year-old boy student at Oak Bay 
High School, said he only drank. with his parents at home. 
Others drank-at teen parties or in- parked cars, 

Half a dozen who said they often’ drank in. beer 
parlors were teenagers who had quit school ant were 
working or were looking for work.-
